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To THE CITIZENS OF NORTHUMBERLAND: 


The following statements regarding our schools may 
be of interest to some of our taxpayers: 

Our schools are now housed in three building's, two in 
Groveton village and one at South Groveton. These 
buildings are all in good condition at the present time. 
During the last five years we have paid out about $2000 
each year for mincr repairs and upkeep on these build- 
ings. A large part of this amount goes for painting and 
cleaning. 

We are now employing 23 teachers. Eleven are at the 
High School building, 11 at the Elementary building 
and one at South Groveton. All of these teachers are 
eraduates of either a college or a normal school. In ad- 
dition to:these teachers, Mr. Gardner Wentworth, of 
Lancaster,visits the high school building fora two-hour 
period each week, giving instruction in instrumental 
music. 

Eight busses and teams are engaged to transport pu- 
pils living more than two miles from the schools. 

The total enrollment in our schools during the last 
school year was 596. It is rather interesting to note 
that our enrollment increased gradually from 1924 to 
1929, when it reached the highest point in the history 
of the town, 603 pupils. In 1930 we had seven less pu- 
pils than during the previous year. It looks now as tho 
our attendance during this year will be about 590. 

Of the 596 pupils registered last year, 142 were in the 
Senior High School, 73 in the Junior High School, 361 
in the Elementary Building, and 20 at South Groveton. 

The total cost of maintaining Groveton High School 
last year was $121.98 per pupil. The median cost for 
the State was $134.65 per pupil. The cost of running 
our elementary schools (this includes all pupils below 
grade nine) was $73.65 per pupil. The median cost for 
the State was $84.

Of course, the most important question in connection 
with the running of our schools is—Are we getting good 
value for the money which we spend’? During the last 
few months we have been making special effort to an- 
swer this question by finding out how our pupils com- 
pare, in their achievements, with pupils in other places. 
Each month we are giving the Columbian tests to all 
pupils from grade 38 to grade 8. These tests are pre- 
pared by experts and are sent us each month. Similar 
tests were given last year to thousands of pupils in the 
U. S. and from the results obtained, the makers of the 
tests are able to estimate fairly accurately what scores 
pupils should receive. These are not mental tests, but 
cover the work taken up in'the subjects which we are 
teaching. 


We have given these tests forfour months and have 
been gratified to find that, in a majority of the cases, 
our pupils are obtaining scores which compare favorably 
with those obtained by other pupils. During the first 
three months the median score of every grade except the 
third was above the standard. The resultsfor thefourth 
month were lower, so that the average for the four 
months is practically the same as the standard. Since 
our children compare favorably with children in other 
places, including large city systems, it looks as tho we 
_are doing good work at Groveton. 


Our highest scores have been obtained in Geography. 
Our pupils also excel in Reading and in English. The 
lowest scores have been made in Spelling. In Number 
work we are also rather below standard. 


The greatest advantage of these tests is the establish- 
ing of definite standards towards which our teachers and 
pupils may work. By using these tests we are able to 
find the places where our pupils are not reaching the 
standard and to remedy these weaknesses, if possible. 
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Our teachers are doing their best to strengthen the 
weaknesses which we have already discovered. 

It seems fair to judge the quality of the work being 
done at our HighSchool by. the records which our grad- 
uates make in college. The State Board of Education 
asks all colleges and Normal Schools, where graduates 
of New Hampshire high schools are attending, to send 
in the ranks obtained by these students during the first 
half year of college or normal school work. Upon these 
marks, the State Board ranks the various high schools 
of the state. In the fall of 1929 seven graduates of 
Groveton High School entered college or normal school. 
The marks obtained by these pupils during the first half 
year, gave Groveton High School first place among all 
of the high schools of the state having more than 100 
pupils. Such a record speaks well for the school in 
which these pupils received their preparation for college 
work. 

Parents and taxpayers are not only invited but urged 
to visit our schools frequently and see for themselves 
what is being done.
